his work. And then he wa'ks 
through modem civilization like 
an uncrowned dictator.

they please, because some doctor's 
got hold of them." 1 once told 
John. "I could scream. When I 
think of how children were onc« 
forced to swallow spinach no mat- 
ter what, because you medics said 
it was good. And now, you say 
it is bad and causes sand to fom 
in the kidneys. 


""A'hen I think of the innumer- 


able diet fads some doctors siart 
without a shred of substantial, 
scientific, final proof, btot just to 
sound important! The times the 
whole country almost ulcerated its 
insides with bran and other rough 
foods: the way they're taking vita- 
mins now in wholesale doses for 
anything from athlete's feet up. 


"Why. John." 1 finished in- 


dignantly, "if any politician ever 
trsed to run other people's lives 
the way any ordinary doctor does, 
we'd 
call it unconstitutional and 


hang him. But if the holier-than- 
holy medic says 'Stick,your head 
in ice water three times a day/ 
because he has nothing else to sug- 
gest for dandruff, we rush to obey. 
It's incredible!"

Eisenhower Is Choice of Editors 


Harrv S. Truman should not run for another term in the 


White House and Dwight S. Eisenhower should be the Repub- 
lican candidate for president in 1952. 
These are two outstanding opinions expressed in a poll 


of U. S. newspaper editors. The poll was conducted by XEA 
Sen-ice, Inc.,"to determine editors' political predictions for 
the New Year and beyond. 
Twenty-one questions on domestic and foreign policy 


issues which will be discussed in the coming session of con- 
gress were sent to 723 U. S. editors. Three hundred and for- 
ty-five—over 47 per cent—sent back their answers. Profes- 
sional pollsters sav this is a good return for a survey of this 
kind.Replies were received from every state in the union. 
And they were so distributed that they give a balanced cross- 
section of opinion from every region. Arbitrarily dividing 
the country into six geographical areas, the replies are ac- 
counted for in this manner. 
12 states, New England and Mid-Atlantic coast area 49 papers 
10 states, South—east of Mississippi river 
58 papers 


5 states. Midwest—east of Mississippi river 
73 papers 


S states. Midwest—west of Mississippi river 
59 papers 


5 states! South—west of Mississippi river .....- 
57 papers 


S states, West—Pacific coast and Rocky Mtns 
49 papers 


The returns were surprisingly even on most questions 


from area to area. Editors were 71 per cent opposed to an- 
other term for President Truman in both the Northeast and 
the South. 56 per cent against him throughout the Midwest, 
62 per cent opposed in the West. 


Newspaper editorial opinion has of course been heavily 


anti-Democratic ever since Roosevelt's second term. The 
carry-over opposition to Mr. Truman today may be regarded 
by Democratic political leaders as sour grapes over his sur- 
prise victory in 1948 elections. But a close study of returns 
from this newspaper poll shows the editors are opposed to 
Truman's policies—not to the man himself. Most of the edi- 
tors said honestly that they thought Mr. Truman would seek 
another term in the White House, even though they wished 
he wouldn't. 
As to who the Democratic candidate should be in 1952, 


if not Mr. Truman, the editors were sharply divided. Fifty- 
three per cent would make no prediction whatever, saying 
it was too early. 
Fourteen per cent proposed James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina. Only a fifth of the southern editors were for 
Byrnes, however, and he got as many votes in North and 
Midwest as in the South, 
Next to Byrnes was Sen. Harry Flood Byrd of Virginia, 


with 8 per. cent of the editors' votes. Byrd showed more 
strength in the South than Byrnes, but got less support in 
other parts of the country. 


Third was Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, with three 


per cent of the votes. While this showing is small and con- 
trated in the Midwest, his is the only new name on the list. 


Senator Douglas nosed out Defense Secretary Louis 


Johnson, Sen. Clinton Anderson of New Mexico and Justice 
William O. Douglas. Other votes were scattered among 17 
names. 


One question asked the editors was, "Should General 


Eisenhower run as a Republican or Democrat?" Fifty-nine 
per cent said he should run as a Republican. 4 per cent as a 
Democrat, 11 per cent as either Republican or Democrat. But 
26 per cent of the editors thought it would be best if General

E' erv cnce ia a wh'le someone 
conies up with the suggestion that 
perhaps tne surest cure for agri- 
culture's price problems is ef- 
ficiency of production rather tnan 
government subsidies. 


The Agriculture Department it- 


self is one of the latest to suggest 
as much. 


In its annual report on activities 


of the bureau of dairy industry. 
the department says, in effect, that 
better rows would go a long way 
toward 
position 
prices for milk. 


Sur\ey 


Dunng the year, the bureau 


analxzec. the records of milk pro- 
duction and feed consumption of 
425 dairy cows owned by dairymen 
xvho belong to a department-spon- 
sored national dairy-herd-improve- 
ment association 


The results showed that high- 


producing 
cows 
always 
yield 


greater financial returns abo\e 
feed costs than low-producing 
ones 


Cows which produced an aver- 


age of 8T6~5 pounds of milk a 
year corisumed §1.90 worth of feed 
for each 100 pounds of milk they 
produced 
Cows whicn averaged 


5.00C pounds of milk consumed 
52 65 worth of feed for each 100 
pounds of milk they produced. 


These figures show clearly how 


the owrers of efficient dairy covrs 


are in a better position to with- 
stand declining milk prices than 
are owners of less efficient ones. 


In fact, the department's study 


raises the question 
of whether 


government price 
support 
pro- 


grams, with their subsidies from 
the federal treasury, would be 
necessary for 
milk 
and 
dairy 


product' if all dairy cows produced 
an average of S.675 pounds of milk 
a year 


The present support program is 


designed to assure 
a. minimum 


pnce of $307 for 100 pounds of 
milk. Perhaps the dairyman who 
has cows producing' milk at a teed 
cos,t of 51.90 for 100 pounds of 
milk would not need such a pnce 
guarantee. 
i 


On the other hand, the dairy-1 


man with cows producing at the 
feed cost of 5265 for 100 pounds 
of milk certainly needs a pnce 
guarantee of more than S3 
In 


addition to feed costs, there are j 
labor costs, dairy establishment 
maintenance cost, and marketing 
costs. 


The department does not seek to 


imply, however, that the choice 
between efficiency 
and govern- 


I ment subsidies is open either to 


I the government or the dairyman 
at the present time.
